The -time has arrived when all politi- 


cal parties and all "interested" parties 
will want election tickets printed, and 
all such should know what constitutes a 
legal ballot. 
Tho statute does not pre- 


scribe a legal ballot farther than that it 
shall "in size, color, form and texture 
conform to the requirements set forth 
in the proclamation of the Connty Com- 
missioners of each county; and further, 
that said ballot or ticket shall be free 
from marks, characters or device or 
thing that would enable any person to 
distinguish by the hack, or when folded, 
from uny other ticket or ballot." It 
will bo seeu by this that tlJe sire, quali- 
ty of paper, etc., upon which tickets 
tiro to be printsd is to bs design.ited by 
the Commissioners. lu this county the 
proclamation is that the tickets shall be 
printed, or written, upon a good qual- 
ity of white paper, 1-i-pouud flat cap; 
in form and siza to be oi the length of 
twelve mcnes, and of tha width of four 
mchos, or within one-eighth of an inch 
of such size, and if printed, the names 
of the persons voted for and the office 
designated shall be printed in black ink, 
tho name of the office lu lower-cuso 
long primer type and the muno of the 
person voted for in long primei capitals. 
Printers vrill of course readily under- 
stand this, but the question \vhicli 
seem? to puxzle the minds of seme is 
whether printing the unrne "Damocralic 
ticket" or 'Tn'pnblican ticket1' on the 
face of the ballot would inakf the ticket 
.in illegal one. 
For fuar it might be 


construed us a technical violation of 


law, most, il uot nil, the ballots voted 
in this county last year were piiato.l 
without any such diatin^uishlng marks; 
butwothiuk all feius upon th;it score 
urs unfounded. 
Our Liw ou thu sub- 


ject was copied almost \orbatiiu fioni 
tho Indiana code, uud in that Sti.to the 
question lias bean litigated and H wab 
decided by the Supreme Court that the 
words "Republican ticket" or "Demo- 
cratic ticket," er the like, on the inside 
of the ballot does not authorize its re- 
jection; that such marks aie not "dis- 
tinguishing."

So long as there be no distin- 


guishing marks on ths back of the ticket 
it is a legal ballot under the law in this 
State.

Wonderful Cure in Mierrn Valley. 
The following account ia from the 


Sierra Valley Leader relative to the find- 
ing of a -wonderful cava in the valley.

The account 
reads for itself: "Last week Quinn 
Fletcher and Phil Peyrau started out on 
an exploring expedition. 
For 
some 


time Mr. Fletcher has known of the ex- 
istence of a large cave in the mountains 
near the valley, but had never closely 
examined it or ascertained its dimen- 
sions, aad Mr. Peyran's curiosity being 
excited, tho two started out to see more 
about this hole in the ground. No little 
difficulty was experienced in finding 
the spot, the hole being small and amid 
a tangled growth of underbrush on a 
steep hillside about two miles from the 
site of Mr. Fletcher's old mill. They 
had provided themselves with lights and 
compass, aud upon reaching the open- 
ing at once proceeded to investigate. 
The mouth of the cave was large enoufih 
to admit throe men abreast, but in about 
a hundred feet or more it narrowed 
until it was thought that 
the end 


had beeu reached. 
Upon close exam- 


ination, however, a small aperture was 
discovered just large enough for a man 
to crawl through with difficulty. 
After 


this came a number of large apartments 
connected by long corridors. At last in 
the.r wanderings they came to a chasm 
extending from side to side which pre- 
vented further progress. It is estimated 
that fully 500 feet were .traversed before 
their passage wag stopped.

scribe the cave as being one of exceed- 
ing grandeur. 
From the roof stalactites 


hung pendent which glistened iu the 
caudle light, and 
stalagmites were 


grouped in strange, grotesque positions 
npou the floor. Before reaching the 
opening their caudles gave out, and it 
was with considerable difficulty that the 
open air was finally gained. 
The gen- 


tlemen are somewhat reticent about 
their find, and the impression prevails 
thnt some more valuable discoveiies 
were made.
